Bur now, ſince the 
old Parliament is diflolved,& the Ld: General,and his Counſel eſtabliſh- 
ed; theſe few Petitioners conrained' in this Liſt, ace preſented to their 
honors conſideration, with a humble Petition for preſene relief, withour 
which, many of them muſt inevitably periſh, they having moſt of them 
ſix orſeyen Chilgren a peice, and utterly diſabled by their wounds, to 
- follow afy calling, to procure ſubſiſtance for them, their poor children 
oo arg ay thein, crying for bread, and they having none to give 
tiem,but ſome of them have dyed in the ſtreetyfor-meer wanr of food,
